The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mitchell or 
Bletcher et al. Mitchell shows hot and cold valves 28, 28, on top of respective pillars, with an 
interconnecting bridge 20, 21 which is above a mounting surface. The middle of the bridge is a 
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mixing chamber and an outlet for a faucet 30 and a hand spray 27. Part of the hand spray outlet is 
a short tube inside the bridge directly under the faucet. Bletcher shows pillars 12, 14, supporting 
valves 16, 18, connected to a bridge above a mounting surface. Hand spray outlet 42 is part of 
the bridge. 

Claims 1 and 4 are allowable. The closest prior art fails to show a passage to the water 
spray which follows a pillar supporting a hot or cold water valve where the valves are each on a 
separate pillar as claimed. Gayton, Westerhoff, and Judell show a passage in a pillar, but use a 
single pillar to support both valves and also therefore have no separate bridge. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Kent shows another valve set with a bridge 31 connecting hot and cold valves with 
faucet and hand spray connections as well.
